Our World Mission Receipts 


The figures on the back page are rushed 
to print the same morning that they are 
ceived in order that our readers may 
10w at the earliest possible moment the 
tal receipts of the preceding month for 
ur World Mission. Everyone who stops 
think can understand that it takes a 
tle time for the denominational treas- 
er to handle and total the funds after 
e close of the month and that the print- 
g and mailing of the Recorder takes 
ditional time. 

In the nature of the case, the editor is 
out the only person other than the 
easurer who has time to get a comment 
1 the receipts in the same issue in which 
ey are printed. Last month we tried to 
id something encouraging to say about 
e totals. The best we could do was to 
te that interest was strong and that we 
ere in a good position to do better in 
e months to come. That is something 
ce being thankful in plotting a graph 
church growth that we started at a 
latively low point. We like to see the 
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line on the graph climb instead of dipping 
below the starting point. 


What can we say this month to empha- 
size that we have made progress? Well, 
the list of churches at the end of the 
second month is much longer than at the 
end of the first month. There are now 48 
as compared with 34 but 8 of these failed 
to get their November contributions in 
and there are still quite a few churches 
not yet heard from. In spite of a total 
figure much below last month’s the actual 
contributions from churches is slightly 
larger. Also, the 8 churches mentioned 
above sent in over $730 in October. Per- 
haps we can assume that the people in 
those churches gave nearly that much in 
November, but we can’t be sure; some of 
the larger churches gave less. 


It is manifest that if we are going to 
live up to our concept that we have a 
world mission rather than a budget, we 
must begin to do better at once. We are 
at the end of the year, and the usual re- 
mark about income tax is in order. We 
have little time left to get our benevo- 
lences counted in our 1959 tax returns. 
Our World Mission ought to be a primary 
concern in our year-end giving. If, per- 
chance, we have spent too heavily on 
Christmas gifts, we might consider bor- 
rowing temporarily to support our denom- 
ination to the extent that we support our 
nation. 


Secularization of Sunday 


The Peoria, Ill., Council of Churches 
recently took action that is likely to be 
followed in many such local councils of 
churches. It deplored the progressive secu- 
larization of Sunday, calling it a matter of 
concern for the whole nation and “‘a seri- 
ous cause for alarm.” 


Significantly, the churchmen in this in- 
stance did not call for legislation to com- 
pel people to honor Sunday. They did, 
however, say that the issue was too great 
for any single church or even council of 
churches to deal with. They called for an 
inquiry by denominational bodies and the 
National Council of Churches into ‘the 
“popular and widening practice of hold- 
ing conventions on Sundays.’ They sug- 
gested that the churches themselves were 
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contributing to the secularization of Sun- 
day by scheduling outings and programs 
that take the youth away from the church. 


The concluding statement of the Peoria 
Council is interesting and thought-pro- 
voking. We would hope that things could 
be worked out with the safeguards they 
suggest: “We believe that united action 
can be taken which will maintain the 
rights of the church without infringement 
on individual liberty.” Up to the present 
the ecumenical groups have not tried to 
speak much on subjects of this nature and 
have recognized to some extent the min- 
ority Sabbatarian viewpoint. We hope 
that will continue to be the case. 


Baptist Joint Committee 
On Public Affairs 


The Baptist approach to problems of 

public affairs is often of special interest 
to Seventh Day Baptists because our peo- 
ple see many of the issues involved from 
the same viewpoint as other Baptists. This 
is particularly true in regard to religious 
liberty and the separation of church and 
state. Certain other Protestant denomi- 
nations have a different viewpoint though 
many are becoming interested in this ques- 
tion. Not infrequently we quote in this 
magazine from Report from the Capital, 
a printed newssheet put out by the above- 
mentioned committee. Other releases 
from the committee seem to your editor 
more applicable to our situation than some 
of the more widely interdenominational 
releases on religious liberty. 
_ It is interesting to note that the Bap- 
tist Joint Committee on Public Affairs 
wants to expand its program of service to 
the constituent bodies by almost doubling 
its budget — to a total of $86,000. The 
various conventions must act on this bud- 
get request. If adopted, it will probably 
Increase the scope of the service rendered 
to our Own denomination.

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Westerly Ministers 
Speak Against Blue Laws 


The Westerly, R. I., Pastors’ Associatic 
has taken a different attitude on “B 
Laws” than such associations have take 
in other places. In New Jersey when ne 
“Blue Laws’ were pending, many mii 
isterial associations encouraged their pe 
ple to work hard for the passing of suc 
laws. In the city of Westerly the follos 
ing resolution was adopted at a meeting ¢ 
December 7, as reported in the Wester 
Sun: 

“We believe that a day of rest shoul 
be an individual matter and not a matt 
for legislation. However, every employ 
should be guaranteed the prfdlege & 
worshiping on the day of his choice. 
are asking that both management an 
labor consider this principle toward th

The day before this resolution wi 
passed there was a letter to the editor 
this paper signed by five Seventh Day Ba 
tist ministers: Harold R. Crandall an 
Neal D. Mills of Rockville, Earl Cruza 
and Everett T. Harris of Westerly, an 
Edgar F. Wheeler of Ashaway. The te: 
of that letter is reproduced here. 

“Rhode Island was the first of th 
Colonies to be established on the basis « 
complete religious freedom. There w 
no state church and no state control ov 
anyone’s religious beliefs. Seventh Ds 
Baptists in America originated in Rho« 
Island, first at Newport and then on tl 
mainland. They have always been o} 
posed to Blue Laws, or Sunday closir 
laws. This opposition is not primari 
from hardships imposed upon them | 
such laws, but as an infringement upc 
religious liberty. 

“In keeping with their concern for 
ligious liberty and in recognition of a ne 
emphasis upon Sunday closing laws, tl 
following resolution was adopted at the 
146th annual session held at Covina, Ca 
fornia, August 11-16, 1958.”

Mission to the Nation 


“An Idea Whose Time Has Come” 
The Department of Evangelism of the 
lational Council of Churches has been 
lentioned’ once or twice a year to keep 
ur readers informed. There has been a 
seling that denominations unable to unite 
n statements of belief could at least work 
gether on evangelism since the message 
f salvation is (theoretically, at least) com- 
ion to most Protestant denominations. 
hat churches can unite in programs of 
yangelism has been amply demonstrated 
1 past revival efforts and particularly in 
re sponsorship of the Billy Graham cam- 
aign by the Protestant Council of New 
‘ork, to mention but one case. 


It is another question whether or not it 
the function of the Central Department 
f Evangelism of the NCC to employ an 
yangelist and conduct campaigns in places 
here its type of evangelistic program 
‘ould be most acceptable and possibly 
ost productive. Department-sponsored 
impaigns have been conducted’ success- 
ully in years gone by but no evangelist 
now employed. Something new and 
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big, however, may be in prospect in the 
years to come. It is called, for want of a 
better name, ‘Mission to the Nation.” 
Much will be heard about it for years to 
come if the idea which is gaining such in- 
creasing recognition in National Council 
circles comes to maturity. Starting with a 
suggestion of the Department of Evangel- 
ism last May it has caught fire in other 
ecumenical meetings — in Seattle in June, 
in Atlantic City in early November, and 
in Detroit in early December. If the whole 
National Council follows the initiative of 
the Department of Evangelism in this mat- 
ter, as seems to be the case, it may well 
result in the most spiritual impact upon 
the nation that has yet been attempted by 
the NCC. 


There is a possibility that evangelistic 
action in the next quarter century may as- 
sume a far larger place in Council work 
than was contemplated under the old Fed- 
eral Council or the newer National Coun- 
cil. The Department of Evangelism is a 
relatively new concept and its budget has 
been comparatively small. In the nature 
of the case, long-range programs cannot 
be evaluated in advance. We are warned 
in Scripture, “Let not him that girdeth 
on his harness boast himself as he that 
putteth it off.” If, however, there can be 
from this source such a study and appli- 
cation of Scriptural evangelism as will 
change the course of his nation’s history, 
we should be prepared to follow the ex- 
ample of Paul in Philippians 1: 18 in 
commending it. 

The contemplated Protestant ‘‘Mission 
to the Nation” is not thought of as a de- 
fensive program, although the leaders do 
not fail to note that other religious forces 
are apparently engaged in a long-range 
program to win America or to convince 
government leaders that Protestantism has 
no well-thought-out answers to the social 
problems confronting the nation.

MISSIONS — Sec. Everett T. Harris 
75th Anniversary 
Observance of Fouke Church 


The Fouke Seventh Day Baptist Church 
observed the 75th Anniversary of the or- 
ganizing of the church at an all-day meet- 
ing held at Fouke, Arkansas, on Sabbath 
day, November 28, 1959. 


Pastor Marion Van Horn has written 
that many members of the Texarkana 
Church attended and joined in the serv- 
ices. “All who attended,” he says, “were 
truly interested, took an active part, and 
thoroughly enjoyed the fellowship and the 
programs. 


From the program we note the follow- 
ing information: “What is now the Fouke 
Church was first organized in Texarkana 
in 1884, seventy-five years ago. It was 
called by many people of the neighbor- 
hood the ‘Sunset Church’ or ‘Sundown 
Church’ because its members observed the 
Sabbath from sundown to sundown. Its 
founder and first pastor was the Rev. J. F. 
Shaw. 


“In 1890 almost all the members moved 
to Fouke in a colony and the church be- 
came the Fouke Church. The first Sab- 
bath School in Fouke was held on the dirt 
floor of a blacksmith shop, owned by a 
Rev. B. F. Granberry.” 


From the record also is taken these 
notes: 


“Thus far all school and church services 
in the town have been held in what has 
come to be known as “The Old Seventh 
Day Baptist School House.’ The old house 
however had become uncomfortable for 
such purposes, so a grand new house, 24 
by 36 ft. was erected, at a cost of $214.95, 
exclusive of labor.” 

From the anniversary bulletin we read: 


“The old house mentioned above had 
been built by the Rev. G. H. F. Ranolph for 
the school. The first year he lived in Fouke 
Mr. Randolph taught a two-month term 
in a public school. He had to cut a path 
through the underbrush to reach the build- 
ing. 

“At one time as many as 10 pupils of 
the school beside his own family lived in 
the home of the Randolphs. 
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“Miss Fucia Randolph’s records shoy 
that one year as teacher in the Fouk 
School she spent less than $30. Thirtee| 
years later teachers were receiving $100 | 
yeas for teaching. 

“Yet this was the school to which pai 
ents of the area preferred to send thei 
children, even paying tuition, rather tha’ 
to send them to the public school.”

Wise Wen from Tre West

Now when Jesus was born in Bethlehem of Judea in the days of Herod 
the king, behold, there came wise men form the east to Jerusalem. 


We are not certain when the Wise Men 
came to visit Jesus. Matthew said that 
they came to a house rather than a stable 
as we so often picture it in drama and 
pageantry. He also re- 
cords that Herod, ac- 
@ cording to the time that 

the Wise Men saw the 
star, ordered all chil- 
dren killed up to the 
~ age of two. We know 
» that Mary and Joseph 
did not flee that evening 
for Egypt as is often de- 
picted, for after eight 
days Jesus was taken for 
the rite of circumcision and it was prob- 
ably forty days after the night of birth 
that He was taken up to the Temple and 
blessed by both Simeon and the pro- 
phetess, Anna. 


It may have been some time then, after 
the birth of Jesus, before the Wise Men 
visited the child. The journey from the 
East would be a long and arduous trip and 
normally would take many weeks. But 
the point is, they did come. They had 
seen the star, accepted the challenge, and 
set off in search of the king. 


Many traditions and legends have 
grown up around these men. We even 
have the names of the three: Caspar, Bel- 
thazar, and Melchior. In a great narrative 
by Henry van Dyke entitled “The Other 
Wise Man” we have a story of a fourth 
Wise Man named Artaban who was way- 
laid on his journey as he performed vari- 
ous deeds of mercy upon those who were 
suffering. He did not arrive in Jerusalem 
until the Passover season, thirty-three 
years after the star first appeared in the 
sky. But even he finally recognized the 
Master as He spoke the words, “Verily I 
say unto thee, Inasmuch as thou hast done 
it unto the least of these my brethren, 
thou hast done it unto me.” The closing 
words of that story by van Dyke are, “His

journey was ended. His treasures wel 
accepted. The Other Wise Man had fo 
the King.” 
But Halford E. Luccock, who writes fe 
The Christian Century under the pen nam 
of Simeon Stylites, poses the interestin 
question, “What if these Wise Men ha 
come from the West instead of the East 
Would they have ever reached their dest: 
nation?’ With our western conception 0 
wisdom and success, it is entirely possibl 
that preoccupation with various detail 
and extraneous items might have mad 
following the star an impossibility. 


Thus in his letter entitled “Wise Me: 
from the West,’* Simeon suggests th 
content of what he calls ‘“‘extracanonica 
scriptures,” telling the story of these Wis 
Men from the West. The first Wise Ma 
is portrayed as a leading industrialis' 
president of the Caspar Moats 
Company. The trip to the East rep 
sented a new outlet for his company, s 
on the journey he called on all of th 
tradesmen along the way. He collected. 
big sheaf of orders. But it all took tim 
from the trip, and when the star began t 
fade, he could no longer follow. He neve 
reached Bethlehem. 


The second Wise Man was a militar 
expert. To him the trip to Jerusalem pr 
sented problems of logistics. To prote 
the valuable gifts which they carried calle 
for a large military escort, otherwise the 
would lose their precious cargo. But th 
recruiting and training took time. Th 
soldiers were always getting into braw 
with the soldiers of other nations as the 
passed through. Finally Rome refused t 
allow such a menacing force to go throug 
Italy so they went into winter quarters i 
Gaul.

Last Christmas night, I watched the 
Dresentation on television of the Christ- 
as Story presented by the Smith Funeral 
Home — “the business establishment 
where you get expert service for all of 
our final needs.” It was a good story, 
perhaps not altogether accurate, but com- 
bining the traditional elements into a mov- 
ing drama. But it was sandwiched in be- 
tween the after-Christmas sales of two of 
the leading stores in the area: ‘Many 
fine goods are drastically reduced for quick 
sales before inventory time!” 
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On December 24 the mailman delivered 
three sale catalogues to the box; one each 
from Montgomery Ward, Sears Roebuck, 
and Aldens. They were timed for our 
Christmas Day reading. There were many 
suggestions on how to spend the money 
one received as Christmas gifts, or per- 
haps tips on where to buy the things that 
you had hoped to get for Christmas but 
which somehow got lost on Santa’s list. 


We are hardly given any time in which 
we can take off on a trip in search of the 
Christ child. We are too tied up with the 
business of things. 

Missionaries have found that one of the 
greatest obstacles in taking the message 
of Christ to heathen people is the tendency 
of natives to link Christianity with the 
traders who have exploited their nation 
and peoples for economic gain. The his- 
tory of the western world has shown the 
error of so-called Christian nations in 
their trade arrangements and Communism 
has not failed to take full advantage of 
this as they harp upon the ‘‘capitalistic im- 
perialism.” 

The Caspar Manufacturing Company 
may have opened many new markets in the 
world, but the gold which they had to 
offer the Christ child had gone back into 
their own pockets, and they had’ failed 
to see the Christ. 


General Balthazar, the military expert, 
seems still bogged down in his journey to 
find the promised Prince of Peace born in 
Bethlehem centuries ago. There was some- 
thing rather ironic in President Eisen- 
hower’s use of the Atlas satellite launched 
a year ago to broadcast a Christmas mes- 
sage of peace to all the world. For behind 
all of the advances in rockets, satellites 
and guided missiles is the haunting fear 
that they are developed for their destruc- 
tive power and the desire for world domi- 
nance. 

A little over two years ago when Russia 
launched its Sputniks there was great 
concern over the education of our own 
youth. We seemed to be falling behind 
and were not producing our quota of 
“wise men.” But wise men for what? 
We wanted wise men for defense, for 
militarism with little thought to the pro- 
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ducing of wise men who would seek out 
the Prince of Peace and a way to national 
and world security through spiritual 
means. The emphasis upon college and 
high school education was in training for 
science and industry and commerce. Every- 
where we see the drive to make a decent 
living, rather than upon the need to make 
living decent. 

The third Wise Man from the West 
was Melchior, the advertising and pub- 
licity man. He, too, is working overtime 
with his various schemes of promotion and 
advertisement. He has even invaded the 
realm of the Christian Church. A new 
term has been added to the field of Soteri- 
ology (the study of salvation). At a re- 
cent meeting of the Division of Christian 
Education of the National Council of 
Churches, some of the leaders spoke of 
the current trend in the church to think 
of “salvation by the mimeograph ma- 
chine.” The reference was to the large 
number of mimeographed reports and 
questionnaires going from the church 
headquarters to the pastors and churches. 


A recent graduate of a large seminary 
which stressed the need for greater pub- 
licity and more attention to public rela- 
tions than theology made the claim that 
he could start a new church in any given 
area if he had three things: a car, a tele- 
phone, and a mimeograph machine. Of 
these three means of communication, the 
last one he considered the most important. 


Publicity is important and the tech- 
niques of mass communication are often 
valuable means of spreading the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ. But as I heard the claim 
of that young pastor who could start a 
church with three things, I could not help 
but think of the Apostle Paul. He started 
many new churches in his day without the 
aid of modern gadgets. He didn’t even 
have a mimeograph machine! His letters 
were laboriously transcribed, by hand, 
sometimes written in large letters. But 
one asset he did possess which is not men- 
tioned by that pastor. He had the gift of 
the Holy Spirit and the message of Jesus 
Christ. Upon this foundation the church 
grew and extended its witness to all the 
world. 
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Nineteen and a half centuries ha‘ 
passed since those Wise Men of the Ez 
saw the star and made their journey weg 
ward to Bethlehem. They had little bj 
yond the heavenly light to guide ther] 
but they made their way and presente 
their gifts. During those centuries sim 
that time, man has been given the full 
revelation of the life and teachings ¢ 
Jesus. We have witnessed His sacrifig 
and the resurrection. We have the test 
mony of the Scriptures and the exampl 
of countless men and women who hay 
visited the Christ in their daily lives. 
in spite of all of this mounting evidenc 
and certainty there are “Wise Men from 
the West’ who have lost their way ani 
failed to see God's great gift to man. TI 
tragedy is that we too, in our manner 6 
honoring Christ’s birth, may be counte 
among those who never reach Bethleher 
and offer our gifts to the Christ child. —

The council is composed of 
Fepresentatives of 55 denominations, in- 
Suding every major denomination in the 

juntry. (There were two Seventh Day 
~Yaptist representatives concurring in the 
mctions of the council.) 


The largest operating budget in the so- 
jiety’s 143-year history was recommended 
meet the increased needs for Scripture 
Jistribution all over the world. Speakers 
Fointed out that the total number of 

-Jolumes of Scriptures distributed last year 
“Tyas less than the year’s increase in popu- 
‘ition. 

“ “The Advisory Council is fully aware 
a the sobering fact that the present rate

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of distribution does not even begin to meet 
the population growth of the world, not 
to mention the needs of the new literates,” 
the council reported. ‘“We also realize that 
some national forces increasingly tend to 
restrict not only the importation of Scrip- 
tures to many countries but also missionary 
programs of the denominations.” 


Noting that the society will observe its 
150th anniversary in 1966, the council rec- 
ommended that all denominations desig- 
nate that year ‘as a time for special em- 
phasis on Bible reading and sharing.”

A Moment of Meditation 


. Behold there came wise men_from 
the east to Jerusalem, saying, Where is 
he that is born king of the Jews? for we 
have seen his star in the east and are 
come to worship him (Matt. 2: 1, 2). 


The Wise Men who came from a far 
country to pay homage to the infant King 
occupy a unique place in the Bible story. 
They simply appear on the scene, enact a 
moving and reverent part, and then de- 
part, leaving us no Biblical record of 
what followed. 


Ancient history suggests that they may 
have been priests or Magi of Zoroaster, 
who founded the religion which bears his 
name. For centuries his followers kept 
burning an undying flame of fire. The 
priests were scholarly men who had charge 
of all sacred rites and were reputed to 
have learned great wisdom from the stars. 
Scholars declare that these Magi were the 
Wise Men from the East who were led by 
the star across the desert to find and wor- 
ship the Christ child. 


They must have been men of courage 
and of searching minds, else why would 
they have left their homes on a long and 
difficult journey to find an unknown? Two 
thousand years ago they were called wise 
men and we still consider them so. What 
was the source of their wisdom? 


It is fascinating to speculate about these 
men who were among the privileged few 
to see and recognize the Christ. Did they 
proclaim the good news, share it with 
others, or did they miss this opportunity? 


In the midst of paganism and unbelief, 
perhaps they did the best they could. 
Perhaps they could have done more. Per- 
haps they could have spread the message 
to that whole region that they had found 
the promised King, that God had “visited 
His people.” Who can say? 


We know from Matthew’s story that 
they did not tarry, but went back to their 
country another way. Did they go back 
to their old existence, forgetting where 
they had been and what they had seen? 


We can not answer these questions 
about the Wise Men, but shall we not ask 
them about ourselves?

Christian Amendment 


Adoption of the “Christian Amend- 
ment” to the U.S. Constitution could lead 
to the denial of religious liberty of non- 
Christian Americans, the National Coun- 
cil of Churches’ General Board warned 
at its Seattle meeting. In support of re- 
ligious freedom for all people the board 
declared the proposed amendment would 
confuse the issues involved in church-state 
separation.

Catholic Ecumenical Council 


The call issued by Pope John XXIII for 
an ecumenical council in 1961 was evalu- 
ated by Dr. Manfredi Ronchi, Baptist pas- 
tor in Rome, as “merely a conference of 
Roman Church bishops to express their 
opinions on the ecumenical movement.” 
Mr. Ronchi continued, ‘I believe we Prot- 
estants would be just listening to Catholic 
monologues.”

The city and area of El Paso, Texas, has 
been greatly blessed by a city-wide revival 
sponsored by the Methodist Churches of 
the area held in Liberty Hall November 
1 to 15. The Rev. Joe Blinco, an English 
Methodist minister, was the evangelist.

Joe Blinco shared with us his great 
wealth of Christian faith and experiences.

The revival was a soul-warming experience 
to great numbers of us for the Holy Spirit 
was present. 


Well over a thousand known decisions 
were made in response to invitations giv- 
en without pressure, except as the Spirit 
would direct an individual. The greatest 
number responding were teenagers. Of 
those who came forward and afterwards 
were counseled, many were seeking their 
first experience in Christ, others restora- 
tion, and a number for reaffirmation and 
dedication. But statistics will never reveal 
the influence of the revival upon the 
multitudes of others present, nor upon 
those who had the joy of counselling as 
did this writer. Pray that the influence 
may continue to live on in the El Paso 
area.
